OF NO MAN in the Old T esta­ 
m ent can it be said more tru th ­ 
fully than of Sam uel th a t "he w'ore 
the w hite flower of a blameless 
life.” 
Of his unselfish life the 
people to whom he had been a 
life-long blessing said, "Thou hast 
not defrauded us, nor oppressed 
u s,‘neither hast thou taken ought 
of any m an’s hand.” 
A Call to Repentance 
Samuel ehalleneged the people 
to bring about a genuine change 
of their own hearts as a requisite 
to God’s bringing about a change 
of their outer circum stances. He 
pointed out the way of repentance 
as the way of recovery, saying, 
“If ye do return unto the Lord 
with all your hearts, then put 
aw ay 
the 
strange 
gods 
from 
am ong 
you, 
and 
prepare 
your 
hearts unto the Lord, and serve 
him only and he will deliver you 
out of the hand of the Philistines.” 
It was a period of great national 
depression and distress which in­ 
vited the attack of the nation’s 
enemies. 
For their defense Sam ­ 
uel urged then

brought the nation deliverance he 
saw to it th a t the lessons of the 
depression period should not be 
forgotten: "Then Samuel took a 
stone, and set it between Mizpeh 
and Shen and called the nam e of 
it Ebenezer saying. H itherto hath 
the Lord helped us." 
He did not 
vainly take to him self the credit 
for the change of the nation’s con­ 
dition as though he had planned 
it th a t way, but he gave the credit 
to Jehovah and to guarantee per­ 
petual rem em brance of this and 
g ratitude for it he engraved in 
stone the acknow ledgm ent of the 
nation’s debt to God for blessings 
bestowed. 
The founders of our 
nation had much the sam e idea in 
mind for us when upon the recom ­ 
m endation of Benjam in Franklin,

W E HAVE BEEN having an epi­ 
demic of ringworm on the hands in 
our neighborhood lately. 
There are several varieties of 
ringworm, one of which is known 
popularly as athlete’s foot. 
W hen 
it gets on the hands, it is far more 
troublesome, because It Is very con­ 
tagious and the hands convey it 
everywhere. 
Its appearance is quite charac­ 
teristic—that eruption of little blis­ 
ters which appear suddenly, m ost­ 
ly on the thin skin between the 
fingers, and which itch so abom­ 
inably. The cause is a microscopic 
vegetable fungus 
which

picked up and which insinuates it­ 
self under the skin.

The health com m issioner is re­ 
quired to make an exam ination 
of all school children.

fects will be noted and made a 
matter of record. 
If, in the opin­ 
ion of the health commissioner, the 
child needs the attention of a den­ 
tist or physician, the paren t will 
be notified to consult the fam ily 
dentist or physician. 
This m eth­ 
od is used as a m eans of getting 
children, wrho need medical, surgi­ 
cal or dental care to seek such 
care from their physician or den­ 
tist. 
The law provides th a t all child­ 
ren who have impetigo, scabies, 
ringworm or pediculosis be exclud­ 
ed from school. 
L ast year, a t the 
beginning of school 57 such cases 
were found and were sent home 
from school.
